Tuesday that the press was not 
ns influenlial as il once was. And, 
he lold a press conference, he 
thought nobody present thought it 
was. 


"I think so," a reporter objected. 
"Do you really?" Mr. Roosevelt 


said. 


He made his observalion during 


a discussion of difficulties news- 
papers encounter in gelling the 
facts to print. Most of Ihe discus- 
sion was "off Ihe record." 
Bui lo what particular field does the 


^resident apply his word "influen- 
tial"? 


If he means that in a stale of war 


Ihe newspapers arc not so influential 
!ii helping shape foreign policy, as 
they were in peace times, then the 
president is eminently correct. For 
by common consent Ihe nation has 
agreed to forbid debate anywhere on 
foreign policy "for the duration." 


But if "influential" is to be applied 


to domestic affairs—notably the war 
effort in our domestic manufacturing 
plants, and Ihe conlinuing profligacy 
of government in supporling a thous- 
and useless civil bureaus—then the 
presidenl is guilly nol only of error, 
but of demonstrable error. 


For the current wave of revolt in the 


congress against labor dictatorship in 
munitions either 
originated in the 


columns of America's free press or was 
funned to full flame by them. 
I 


Had the American people depended \ 


upon the government-conlrolled radio 
to tell the full facts about this the 
people would never have known, and 
congress 
never --would 
have 
been 


spurred to action. 


That is the record to date in this 


indeed 'upon the people's 


complete information and the giving 
of their undivided critical attention 
to the home front will depend in large 
measure how quickly we win this war 
and push back the spectre of foreign 
aggression.

And That's Some- 
thing You Don't 
Have to Tell Marine

WASHINGTON-When the Marine 


Corps wanted to teach its toughest 
troops the finer points of hand-to-hand 
):inijig',-, Ajmclrii (.'s deadly-si great- 
grandfather was'called back to active 
duty. 


Col. 
A. J. Drexel Biddle, M. D.— 


doctor of mayhem—is teaching this 
war's crop of leathernecks the three 
B's—bayonet, bowie knife and bare 
hands, and there's nothing great- 
grandfatherly about the way he ex- 
plains the better methods of fractur- 
ing arms, legs and skulls. 


"Now 
here's a nice wav of breaking 


a leg if you're unarmed and a man 
comes at you with a bayonet," he says, 
throwing himself on the ground. With 
a father-than-eye flip of his feet he 
demonstrates a simple job of knee- 
cracking. 


Bone-breaking, though, is considered 


rather crude in the three B's. Precise 
military workmen prefer bayonet and 
bowie knife technique. "Vey dis- 
couraging, a cut throat," the colonel 
explains. 


Really an Expert 
Col. 
Biddle, 
an 
internationally 


known swordsman for 50 years, has 
adapted the classic strokes of fencing 
to bayonet fighting. His knife-fight- 
ing research goes back to the days of 
gladiators in the Roman coliseum. His 
"inquarlarta" thrust, taught to the 
marines, was introduced 3,000 years 
ago by Gallis knife fighters. 


There's a certain delicacy about the 


Biddle technique. He explains care- 
fully that the bayonet should be held 
flat for a Grade-A ventilating job. 


"It comes out easily if it's held 


flat," he tells his boys. "If you hold 
it upright, it sometimes slicks between 
the ribs. Very messy." 


This Col. Biddle is a many-sided 


man. 
He springs from an aristocratic 


clan that practically invented staid old 
Philadelphia. 


On his "correct," or Philadelphia, 


side, he has written books like "A 
Froggy Fairy Tale" and travel vol- 
umes suited for young Philadelphia 
gentlemen. What he's done on Ihe 
"active" side probably would make

Your Use of the 


Telephone in Wartime 


'T'ODAY telephone wires are humming 


with the urgent messages of a nation 


at war. 


In a few localities and on certain long 


distance routes, these vital messages 
have brought heavy loads. Elsewhere 
we are still able in most places to give 


you good service, however, and there is 
no reason why you should not make 
normal use of your telephone. 


But you can help us serveboth you and 


the war effort by avoiding any wasteful 
use of telephone facilities. So please keep 
in mind these eight simple suggestions; 


8 WAYS YOU CAN 
HELP 


1. Speak clearly and di- 
rectly into the mouthpiece. 
Having to repeat yourself takes 
time, and ties up the lines needless- 
ly. Talk in normal tones with the 
lips about Yz inch away from the 
mouthpiece. It's better not to talk 
with a cigarette, pipe or pencil in 
your mouth. 


2. Hang up receiver care- 


fully. A book or other ob- 
ject under the receiver may 
'put your telephone "out of 
service." Replacing the re- 
ceiver carefully will insure 
your getting all incoming 
calls. 


3. Party-line courtesies. 


When all users of two or four- 
family service try to hold con- 
versations as short as possible 
—when they allow reasonable 
intervals between calls so that 
others may have a chance at 
the line—when they ask the 
children not to make needless 
calls—then they all work to- 
gether to give each other 
better service. 


4. Look up numbers you're 
not jure of. Refer to your per- 


__ sonal number list or the di- 


rectory and call "Informa- 
tion" only when you can't 
find the number there. 


5. Answer your telephone 
promptly. Even seconds are im- 
portant these days. However, 
when you make a call, give \ y v \ 
the other fellow enough time v\ N * ' 
to reach his telephone before 
you hang up. 


6. When possible; ovoid 
longdistance"rushhours." 
You may avoid the possibility 
of occasional delays if you do 
not make long distance calls 
during peak hours—10-12 A.M., 
2-4 P.M., and 7-8 P.M. 


7. Your Operator, At near- 
ly all our switchboards she is han- 
dling more and more telephonecalls 
every day, using the sa/ne equip- 
ment as before the war. We can 
no longer add whatever she needs 
to meet new conditions as in 
peacetime. If she should be a few 
seconds late in answering when 
you try to call, please be patient 
with her.

Since then there have 
been outfits designed for women who 
work in factories, in laboratories, in 
institutional kitchens, and in their 
own homes. As these designs have 
come out they have been immediately 
adopted by commercial pattern com- 
panies and garment manufacturers. 
Consequently most of them are now 
available 
in 
patterns, 
as 
ready- 


mades, or both. 


Latest design released is the protect- 


all for women who do outdoor work 
on farms or any place where it is 
damp and cold. This protect-all is a 
shower-proof coat, cut somewhat on 
the order of a streamlined army parka. 
It slips over the head so there are no 
openings to blow open on blustery 
days. A hood cut in one with coat 
protects the head. 


Another recent design is the food 


preparation dress, which also makes 
a good houscdress. This outfit has 
roomy pockets, opens down the front 
so it can be slipped on without mus- 
sing the hair, has reaching room built 
it. 


Another outfit is the laboratory 


dress for women scientists. This'dress' 
has no catchablc details on the front, j 
Still other new designs include a com- 
fortable housedress, a divided skirt 
dress, and numerous aprons. 


The work garments released by the 


Bureau of Home Economics have been 
designed after a thorough study of the 
particular job for which they are 
worked out. All may be cut out of 
material of regulation width without 
waste.
